FRENCH  SUMMER  SCHOOL 
ATTRACTS  RECORD  NUMBER 


The  lOth  Annual  French 
Summer  School  which  took 
place  at  Selwyn  House  dur- 
ing the  latter  part  of  June 
enjoyed  increased  enrol- 
ment. The  programme  this 
year  was  expanded  to  in- 
clude students  from  other 
schools.  Seventy-five  boys 
and  girls,  ranging  in  age 
from  8  to  16,  participated  in 
a  variety  of  activities  which 
included  saynetes,  mots 
croises,  excursions  to  Old 
Montreal  and  the  eastern 
section  of  the  city,  the  St. 
Lawrence  Seaway,  and  the 
Westmount  Fire  Depart- 
ment. As  a  follow-up,  each 
teacher  used  a  particular 
section  of  the  city  as  a 
vehicle  for  oral  exchanges 
and  for  enrichment  of  voca- 
bulary and  expression. 

The  younger  group  learn- 


ed how  to  express  them- 
selves through  a  variety  of 
activities  and  games  which 
utilised  vocabulary  and 
expressions  previously  ac- 
quired. Films  were  shown  to 
the  older  boys  and  girls, 
films  whose  subject  matter 
ranged  from  cigarette  addic- 
tion to  life  in  northern  Que- 
bec. In  all  cases,  the  general 
content,  vocabulary  and  ex- 
pressions of  each  film  were 
reviewed;  the  film  was  then 
re-run  to  ensure  a  complete 
understanding. 

Throughout  the  duration 
of  the  French  Summer 
School,  student's  enthusi- 
asm was  high,  and  the  op- 
portunity of  spending  two 
weeks  immersed  in  the 
French  language  increased 
immeasurably  many  stu- 
dents' skills  in  Oral  French.

"Can  We  Graduate  Bilingual  Students?" 


At  the  recent  meeting  of 
the  Canadian  Headmasters' 
Association,    Mr.  Troubetz- 
koy    presented     a     paper, 
"Can    We    Graduate    Bilin- 
gual Students?" 

Bilingualism  has  been  de- 
fined as  "the  ability  to  speak 
one's  native  language  and 
another  with  approximate 
equal  facility."  If  we  are  to 
accept  this  definition  in  the 
strict  sense,  Mr.  Troubetz- 
koy submitted,  "our  Cana- 
dian Schools  cannot  gradu- 
ate bilingual  students.  The 
very  nature  of  our  Schools, 
the  very  nature  of  our  stu- 
dents  and   of  their  families 


and  of  the  society  in  which 
they  live  preclude  such 
achievement." 

Mr.  Troubetzkoy  went  on 
to  explain,  however,  that 
"we  can  provide  program- 
mes and  conditions  to  gra- 
duate potentially  bilingual 
students.  Regardless  of  our 
Schools'  geographic  loca- 
tion -  Windsor,  Aurora, 
Winnipeg  or  Victoria  -  we 
can  graduate  youngsters

The  audio-visual  ap- 
proach to  History  which  was 
begun  last  year  is  continu- 
ing to  bring  the  past  to  life 
and  is  enabling  students  to 
more  actively  learn  about 
man's  accomplishments.

SURVEY  SHOWS  COMPOSITION  OF 
STUDENT  BODY 


Recently,  the  School 
undertook  a  survey  of  its 
student  body  in  an  effort  to 
determine  in  broad  outlines 
its  composition.  Combining 
the  survey  results  with  sta- 
tistical data  provided  by  the 
office,  some  interesting 
facts  were  compiled. 

As  of  September,  1974, 
the  SchooPs  enrollment  was: 
Junior  School  (Grades  I  - 
4)  100;  Middle  School 
(Grades  5-7)  141;  Senior 
School  (Grades  8  -  11)  189 
for  a  total  of  430  students. 

Old  Boy  affiliation  prov- 
ed quite  considerable  as  16 
students  are  grandsons  of 
Old  Boys,  43  are  sons  of 
Old  Boys,  while  73  are 
either  nephews,  brothers  or 
cousins  of  alumnae. 

Of  sibling  school  enroll- 
ment, from  a  total  of  175, 
The  Study  claimed  46,  Miss
